From s o c ia l correspondence to Oklahoman. 
Guthrie, Okla., Nov. 5.—After a two 
weeks’ tour over the new state, visiting 
every section and investigating not 
only among political organizations but 
among the business men in touch with 
conditions, the special correspondent of 
the Oklahoman is prepared to predict 
that the democrats will elect a clear 
majority of the constitutional conven­ 
tion. 
The closest scrutiny possible under 
the circumstances warrant the conclu­ 
sion that they will elect forty-two del­ 
egates on the Indian Territory side, and 
twenty-eight delegates on the Oklaho­ 
ma side, giving them a ma jority in the 
convention of twenty-eight. 
A week ago a resume of Indian ter­ 
ritory was given, in which it was stated 
that the republicans can hardly hope to 
elect more than thirteen delegates on 
that side, giving them one doubtful 
district on local issues. The past week 
has been spent on the Oklahoma side, 
and reasons have been presented in 
the correspondence from each section 
visited for the expectations in the par­ 
ticular locality named. 
In this way a 
summary should give a pretty good in­ 
dication of the outlook. 
In Oklahoma the republicans are 
making claims, but nowhere do they 
offer substantial basis for exaggerated 
statements. A canvass of the vote of 
past years on county officers, taking 
the average of each, shows that there 
is a normal democratic majority in 
thirty of the fif»y-five districts on the 
Oklahoma side. 
A closer organization 
of the party never has existed sin"*1 
the territory was opened to settlement.

We demand an ironclad anti-trust 
provision, also a corporation commis­ 
sion elected by the people, such com­ 
mission to be empowered to exercise 
all necessary supervision of corpora­ 
tions including railroads, to see that 
the corporation charters are obeyed to 
the letterandrebatesand discriminations 
do not occur without just punishment; 
to compel by the aid of courts strict 
obedience to the laws enacted for the 
rotection of patrons, employes and 
lest competition. 
3. 
Our constitution should 
forbid 
any railroads or other corporations to 
do more than require an easement of 
any lands and then only on such lands 
a s a re necessary to furnish right-of- 
way, station grounds or for shops or 
for some other necessary departm ent 
of the corporation, and should a cor­ 
poration abandon its legitimate busi­ 
ness or have its charter forfeited then 
the use and occupancy of such land 
shall revert to the original grantor, his 
heirs or assigns.

10. We demand that no public officer 
or candidate for any office within the 
state or from any portion of it shall 
use passes, or free transport^ion upon 
any railroad or other public service 
corporation and that it shall be declared 
a felony to accept same.

From the commercial 
standpoint it is difficult 
to see any cash value to 
the discovery of a pol 
the north pole, for exam­ 
ple. . The route through 
the frozen 
seas 
from 
Nova Zembla to Green­ 
land, 
requiring, 
as 
it 
might, from two to three 
years to traverse, could hardly be of possible use as an avenue for trading 
vessels or for pleasure parties, while from what is known of the commer­ 
cial products of the region there seems to In' little prospect of a return 
on the cost of exploration were this purely a business venture. The value 
of polar research, therefore, to the very best of our present knowledge, lies 
in fields other than the commercial. 
The exploration of the poles has, however, a value to science, and, 
like many other matters in which much money is spent, this lies in added 
information or knowledge and mental satisfaction. 
Practically all the 
value of the science of astronomy lies apart from any help that it can 
give us in a business way. It is very true that we depend upon astronomy 
for our time, for great help in the navigation of vessels across the oceans, 
and for the ability to determine how far apart two places may be on the 
surface of the earth. But it is also true that enough is now known of the 
motions of the earth, moon and planets to serve every demand that is made 
by commerce. An observation once or twice a year, perhaps, and a few 
computations will he all that the business man can use commercially. But 
there are few who consider the large sums spent in astronomical research 
as wasted, because they add so largely to the knowledge that man has 
about his surroundings. 
In the same way, most intelligent men do not begrudge the cost in 
time and human life that the search for the pole demands. The most of 
the disagreement and discussion on this sub- 
ject is about the way to accomplish it. and on 
this point there seem to be nearly as many 
opinions as there are individuals.

Madison, Wis.—The spectacle of a 
millionaire being arrested for alleged 
violation of the city ordinances in 
leasing property for disorderly pur­ 
poses has called attention to the 
unique personality of Frank A. Ogden. 
The capital city of Wisconsin cannot 
boast many millionaires. 
It is a city 
of sturdy, well-to-do people, who point 
with pride to Robert M. LaFollette, a 
type of poor man who has remained 
poor despite his extraordinary success 
in politics. 
Hut Frank A. Ogden is another type, 
and it is probable that no city in the 
country possesses a citizen who has 
such a quantity of contradictory hab­ 
its as Mr. Ogden. His leading charac­ 
teristic is his eccentricity. If he were 
not worth a million it would attract 
but little attention, but in some ways 
he emulates the late Russell Sage. 
Ogden was one of the men who got 
a start in the big Chicago fire of 1871. 
It may be said that his prosperity 
dates from that tragic episode. 
With 
the natural acumen of the business 
man Ogden saw his apportunity and 
made the most of it. 
He decided that 
he could make a fortune if he made 
the proper use of his money, and 
scarcely before the embers of the Are 
had died down Ogden was negotiating 
for leases on all the buildings he could 
get hold of. Possessing ready money, 
this was an easy task at that time. 
He immediately re leased the build­ 
ings at greatly advanced figures, and 
to this is due his rise in fortune. 
Right after the fire property com­ 
menced to soar in value, and money 
commenced to flow in a steady stream 
into the Ogden coffers. 
Well placed 
investments increased his income, and 
he soon was known as one of the city's 
wealthy men. 
For years Ogden has 
lived a quiet life in Madison, occasion­ 
ally coming into the limelight on ac­ 
count of his well known parsimonious 
habits. He is one of the most abstemi­ 
ous of the inhabitants of this city, and 
says he does not know how much he 
is worth. 
Eating his meals at a 3-cent counter, 
spending a considerable j)ortion of his 
time in the capitol park in a rustic 
seat reading the daily papers which 
others have discarded. Frank A. Og­ 
den. the citizen, wearing a $6 suit, has 
long been stigmatized in the towrn for 
his frugality. Ogden, the business 
man, sweeps out his town hotel office, 
shaves himself, aud ke€»ps business 
notes on the back of envelopes. 
To those who inquire his business 
he replies that “he is a retired lumber 


merchant, reasonably successful and 
satisfied.” Ogden was born at Painted 
Post, N. Y., somewhere about 1830. 
He declines to give his exact age, but 
some time ago, in response to an in­ 
quiry, said, playfully: 
“lf any young 
girl wants to get married, I ain old 
enough.” 
Another peculiarity of his in this re­ 
spect is to give his age as 40. He is. 
however, more than 70. as he entered 
the University of Wisconsin with the 
first class in 1850, 56 years ago. 
The Ogdens left New York in 1836, 
starting overland for Wisconsin. They 
passed through Chicago and Frank 
Ogden says of the incident: 
“That 
part of the city of Chicago west of

the river was a wet marsh and valued 
at $15 an acre. 
I had just $15 then, 
but did not conclude to invest.” 
Ogden’s first real estate venture was 
in Madison. He had $30 and borrowed 
$20 more of his mother to make a pay­ 
ment on four lots which he bought 
near the state university ground on 
time payment. 
Before the next pay­ 
ment became due he sold one lot for 
more than the four cost. 
Mr. Ogden is said to be worth a mil­ 
lion or more. 
Besides his two hotels 
in Madison, he has big holdings of 
immensely valuable lake front prop­ 
erty in Chicago, property in Superior, 
Wis., in Kansas, and in the state of 
Washington, where he recently sold a 
township of land at a handsome profit. 
Some time ago he said he owned a 
hundred farms in Wisconsin, and at 
one time owned many more in Kansas. 
A Madison man who knows him well 
says: 
“He has the instinct of buying 
right. 
A man can easily get broke 
on land, but Ogden is too sharp.” 
Ogden got a big start by deals in 
Kansas. 
Without seeing the land he 
bought a big belt which some com­ 
pany offered to unload on him at a big 
figure. Ogden has faith in the future. 
He buys on a 15-year basis. 
He says 
every 15 years each section, and par­ 
ticularly each pioneer section, takes a 
big fresh start. 
He is willing to wait 
his 15 years to double his money.

If, as reports say, it is 
becoming more difficult to 
fill the life-saving service 
with the kind of men that 
are wanted, nobody will 
doubt that there is some­ 
thing wrong with the 
conditions of that service. 
The life-saver must be 
a 
strong, 
able-bodied 
man, of better physique than the sailor, and of as good physique as the 
member of any government service. 
His work at times is exciting, hut often tedious and wearisome, al­ 
though it is neither so laborious nor so hazardous, on the whole, as that 
of the seaman. A man on hoard ship must from the nature of his occupa­ 
tion endure every storm that he encounters. He has no escape, he is con­ 
fined to a small space, and he is obliged to render active service in the sever­ 
est weather, oftentimes the severer the weather the more active the service. 
The life-saver is iii a more advantageous position, hut at times he is ex­ 
posed to dangers and hardships which threaten limb and life. Under these 
conditions, it seems no more than fair that tin' government should estab­ 
lish the principle that a life-saver who is disabled or fatally injured in 
the performance of his duty or while in active service should have his 
family, or his near relatives if they are dependent on him, provided for 
by a pension that would cover his incapacitation or death. 
When we remember the kind of man who is most eagerly sought for 
the life-saving service, we may realize that it is essential that the service 
should he well paid. Such a man is young, act ive, alert, energetic, strong 
and brave and capable of endurance, and for him to-day there are numer­ 
ous opportunities waiting in the active and more remunerative fields of 
enterprise. 
Tile service is a necessary one, and it is necessary that it should con­ 
tain men who are in every sense efficient to perform its duties. 
lf on the salary that life-savers get, with all the conditions of serv­ 
ice, such men cannot be had, it is only a question of the degree of attrac­ 
tion that shall be offered, lf the government does not now pay enough, 
and offer strong enough inducements 
to the right men, why the govern­ 
ment must pay more and offer better 
inducements.
